WHY DID CASGRAIN SICIDE? 





Canadian Ci7il Engineer Goes to Bed After 
Turning on the Gas. 


Chicago, Sept. 80.—W. T. Casgrain, a 
clyll cugineer, and a member of an aristo 
cratic Canadian familly, was fonud dead 
yesterday ln his room at the Dearborn-aye- 
nuc Hotel, Chicago and Dearborn-ayetues. 
Death was chused by asphyxiation, and, 
evidently, was premeditated, altho the 
cause Is a mystery, He registered ac the 
hotel last Saturday under the name of “W. 
H, Weeker’’ of Fort Wayne, Ind -He paid 
One day's room rent each night before re- 
Uribg, and took his meals out. He was 
Absent from the hotel during the day, but 
spent his evenings In and about the office. 
He seemed cheerful, but complained at 
thnes of suffering from rheumatism. Thurs- 
day night at 11 o'clock the elevator boy 
escorted hin to Lis room, That was the 
lust time le was seen allye, 

Casgrain, partly dressed, was found lwing 
ou the bed, which he bad drawn np direct. 
ly nnder the chandeller, He haa removed a 
Up from one of the gas jets, and then at- 
tached a long rubber tube, Then he haa 
covered bis head with bed clothing and in- 
haled the polsonous fumes, He had appar- 
ently been dead for 10 or 12 hours when 
found. Jn bis clothing were found a golu 
wateh, 55 cents and a memorandum ac- 
count and address book. The latter re- 
vealed hly identity, 

The book shows that since Jan, 1 Cas- 
grain had spent more than $300 each moath 
tn Incidental expenses, but of this much 
Was expended for a mysterious person re 
ferred to only as "I. V."" This person fs 
thought to be a woman. In one corner of 
the book Is an address given as “12 Sixth 
etreet, Williamsport, Pa.’ There are fre 
quent entries, such as "“F. V., silk walst 
$10,"" ‘silk hose, $3," together with numer- 
ons items of similar nature, Including dres< 
skirts, Lats, shoes and other wearlny av- 
parel for “F, Y."" Another Item shows 
that he sent $46 to bring the woman to 
Chicagg last July, Othere recorded money 
spent with her at wine suppers and din- 
ners

Wallace always showed in a piractical 
munner her sympathy with every ef- 
fort whose aim was to rescue the 
perishing or benefit humanity. We 
cuhall keenly miss her loving smiles 
and kind advice, but we can never Lose 
the memory of her noble, Christian 
life which we trust may inapire us 
all to greater faithfulness. Her work 
on earth is finished, and we rejoice 
to kmow that she w enjoying her 
weward, for “eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered in- 
to the heart’of man, the things which 
God hath prepured for thém that 
love him.” 

The Secretury’s report of the year’s 
wark is as follows : 

’ ANNUAL REPORT,

the means of cheering the lives of the 
inmates of those places. The liter- 
ature committee not being formed 
until late in the year, the distribu- 
tion of literature did not begin until 
February. 1,500 pages have been 
given Lo the barber shops, fire halls, 
atation, P.O., ete. The Cor, 
wrote to the Hon. Sidney Fishr urging 
him to use his influence against the 
growing of tobaccu in Ontario, A 
petition against the manufacture and 
sale of cigareties was circulated by 
the Union and signed by most of the 
professional and business men of the 
city, The same thing was done in 
all the Unions of Ontario, the end by- 
ing to present it to the Provincial 
Parliament which we hope may bring 
forth good fruit in the near future, 
Mothers’ meetings were held weekly 
from October March in the City 
Miasion Hall, Cast-off clothes were 
sold at nominal prices, the aim 
ing to foster a spirit of independence 
in the mothers. Funds having been 
raised by excursions and donations, 
we were able to buy grood4 and sell 
them for less than which was 
quite a the wemen, While 
it their sewing they were entertained 
with reading and sisving aun uad- 
lress from some one, the afternoon 
closed with a cup of tea and piece of 
cake for each one, which was highly

Coal Barons Have Keduced the Price of 


Vowder aud Offered Ton Per Cent. 


Increase la Wages, 


The mine

HOW SERGT. HULME 
PUT UP THE FLAG 


Ran Great Risks to do it But Got Back 
Again Safely. 


The following extracts are taken 
from a jetter received from Serzt. 
Glencoe Hulme, dated Eerste Fabri- 
kem, Au. 26th, 

At last T ‘have raised the flag over 
this jail at Pretorin, but had to run 
great risks-in doing so. Our regi- 
ment arriyed ut Pretoria for the 
second time about five jp.m., and or 
ders were to move at six in the morn- 
ing, and I was determined to (put the 
flag ulp before I left this time, even 
M I tid to be arrested. I met one 
of the QueenSlind Mounted Infantry 
wio was a friend of Sergt. Murray, 
of the jpostal service, a friend of 
mone, and was also a chum of Sergt. 
Rows, so we four set off for the jail. 
I had no time to wet one of the Belle- 
ville boys to wo with me, as it had to 
‘be done in a few minufes. As it was 
they were locked up for the night 
when we got there. I sent for the 
keejaer of the jail and explained my-~ 
mission, but at first thought it was 
no go. After a little persunsion, 
however, the heavy gates were un- 
locked and swung open, the instant I 
saw the flag-staff I waited for noth- 
ing else, but ran like a deer, flag in 
hvnd, through the gates, climbed the 
flag-staff and ug went the flag with 
a Canadian badge pinned to it, at 7.45 
Ipm., August 24th While the flag 
was flying, of so beautifully, all 
ltresemt drank the health of our 
Queen ani Country and Mr. and Mra, 
Lingham, from a bottle of good 
Seotch whiskey, It was of course 
necessary, mother dear, for me to 
drmk a little on this occasion, as we 
had looked forward so anxiously for 
the day when this could possibly hap- 
pen. I sent a eable to Col. Ponton 
tellmgz him of it, and also drew up a, 
document signed by the three ser- 
geants who were with me at the jail. 
The flag was up for over half am hour. 
We then had to get out. I thought 
it best to tnke the flag with me and 
bring it home for a keepsxke. It has 
been thirough all the battles with me 
and stained with the waters of the 
Modder and Vaal rivers, and the first 
British flag waved im the Transvaal 
territory, as I waved it when we 
first crossed the frontier. As no 
officer or man wus allowed to leave 
the lines I ran yreat risks but yot 
back again safely. We are here do- 
ing oulipost duty, but for ‘how long 
we cannot say, expect arders soon to 
emiil far home. Since we left the 
Sorings we hnve covered 450 miles 
chising De Wet,—100 miles by rail and 
the rest on foot, hard, hard marches, 
20 and 22 miles a day on half rations 
and very little sleep. We are ut- 
terly fagged out and looking for rest. 
Wo captured several wagons and a lot 
of ammunition. T am in aplendid 
henlth bot very thin after our long 
marches, but all that will be made uy 
om the way home, Kindest regards:

Mr. John Charlton, M.P., who in 
1875 made one af the most convincing 
fwotectionists speeches ever made in

cent., and commence feeding the 
qperatives that produce the goods 
by securing the production of the 
latter in our own country? Upon 
the action of the United States 
will probably rest, in the near fu- 
ture, the form of answer to this 
question.” 

Mr. Charlton, who was one of Sir 
Wilfrid's Commissioners to Washing- 
ton to consider and negotiate trade 
relations between Canada and the 

_ United States, which commission cost 
Camada over $50,000, and no doubt 
thas learmed the truth of what the

GRANT ALLEN’S FATHER. 


The Aged Auther, Writer and Clergyman 
Passed Away at Kingston on 
Sunday. 


Kingston, Ont., Oct. 8.—J. A. Al- 
len. author and writer, died yester- 
day morning, aged 86 years, He had 
been fll for some time from old age 
He was tho father of the late Grant 
Allen. From 1842 to 1861 he was a 
clergyman of the Church of England 
He is survived by four daughters. 


Joseph Antisell Allen was born at Arbor 
Hill, Tipperary, Ireland, Feb. 27, 1814. bis 
father being the Iate Henry Francis Allen. 
ST.C.D., a member of the Irish bar, and 
Lis motber Eliza Josephine Antisell, He 
was educated at private schools and entir 
ed Trinity College, Dubin, but Instead of 
finishing his course, went to London, where 
be pirsued Mterary work for five years, 
especially for the Baxter Publishing House, 
for whont he brought out a concordance to 
the New Testament. He declined on ap- 

polntment te a college In India and came to 
Canada tb 1842, being ordained by the late 
Bishop Mountain of Quebec. His tirst 
charge was at Huntingdon and bis next at 
Christieriile, Quebec. In. September, 1845. 
he married Charlotte, only daugiter of 
Charles William Grant, 4th Maron de 
Longueull, who died In 15%. For some 
Years he ilved at Ardath, Wolfe Island, and 
took charge of Trinity Church without re- 
muneraton, He gave up church work lu 
1801, went to New Haven, Conn., but sub 
seqnentiy returned to Canada. Among his 

ublications were: “Day Dreams by a 

uiterfy,”” a poem (INH). “The Lambda-nu- 
Tercentenary Poem on Shakespeare’ (1864); 
“Orangeisin, Catholiclem, and Sir Francts 
Hincks’ (1877); “The True and Romantic 
Love Story of Col. and Mrs. Hutchinson" 

; “A reply to a speech of Hon. Ru 
ward Blake, agalnst the Orange Incorpora 
tlon BIN" (do): “Dr. Ryerson, a Leview 
anid a Study (do); “The Chureh of the 
Pope aod Primitive Christiaujty"’ (sv), 
He lectured in many places and enjoyed 
the friendship of many eminent wen, ine!ud- 
Ing Herbert Spencer aud A, It. Wallace.

I bave had the pleasure of reading 
the three, may I call them, planks of 
your platifotm, In the first one it 
says, that it will be your endeavour 
to make the people of Scuth Africa 
proud of the fact that they are mem- 
bers of the great British Empire. 
I oan assure you thal we fin Canada 
are proud of that, and it does not 
require an organization of any kind 
to keep that pride up, but owe may 
soon require an organization to keep 
our pride down. (Laughter.) Is it not 
a glorious privilege to belong to an 
Empire of such magnitude and pow- 
er, an Empire in which every man is 
free, no matter what his colour or 
his nationality may be, an Empire in 
which every man may worship his 
Goal in any way he likes, an Empire 
in which the people rule, its motto 
being “of the people; by the people; 
for the people,’ an Empire in which 
our courts mete out even justice to 
ricoh and poor alike, and where Jaw 
and order are maintaiued, no matter 
what the cost may be? 

Ths second, I see, is “that you 
should strengthen the hands of the 
Imperial Government and of Her Ma- 
jesty’s representative in this plan."

The 
mistakes the Empire has made in many 
cases have been that its representa- 
lives had not sufficient opportunity 
to inform themselves of the Icisal sit- 
uation.

When war was declar- 
edand one of our colonies invaded, the 
blood of the Canadians was roused as 
I believe it neven has been before, and 
men of all ranks and professions im- 
plored the Government to allow them 
the privilege of going to South Africa 
to opsist to hurl back the tovaders 
of a sister colony, and I can assure 
these people who have been living upon

Ryerson kepudiates Remarks 
Made by a Belteyille Soldier. 


Dr. G. S. Ryerson, lately Canadian 
Red Cross Commissioner in South 
Afrioa, writes to the Toronto Tel- 
egram;— H 1 

My attention has been called to a 
statement published in your issue of 
to-day, said to have been made by 
Sergt. John C. McNair, of Belleville, 
to the effect that, in his apinion, ‘the 
Camadian Red Cross Sociely was a 
failure. Tons upon tons of stuff was 
piled up at Cape Town and Bloemfon- 
tem, and nobody seemed to want to 
look after it.” I wish to characterize 
this statement as entirely false. Ma- 
terial arriving at Cape Town was 
looked after by a special clerk, ‘who 
spent his whole time on the dock. 
It was removed to the warehouse at 
the dock gates, where it was shipped 
to the front at the first opportunity. 
Moreover, there was never tons upon 
tons at any time. At Bloemfontein 
the Red Cross material was removed 
from the tracks to the warehouse at 
cmece, and then removed to the depot 
of the society, The sengeant possibly 
mistakes official medical stores for 
Red Grass stores, as they also were 
marked with the red cross, He should 
be more careful how he makes public 
statements which are devoid for foun- 
dation,

The object In asking for $20,- 
000 waa that in the end it would prove 
un economical mave, The whole mat- 
tear was a plain business transaction 
and would revert to the city’s inter- 
est. The profits thus far had been 
expended in making necessary re- 
pains to machinery, erecting a coal 
shed, and « residence for the engineer 
at the pump house was about to be 
erected, 

Ald. MeoFee said he considered the 
matter very carefully. He objected to 
putting a by-law to the people fo 
$20,000, when only $4;365 was needed 
to make the extensions now asked for, 
He believed the water-works would 
pay, and if the matter was laid over 
until spring then something might be 
done. It would in his «Qinion be a 
mistake to pass such 4 by-law which 
would add much to the deht, 

Ald, Panter said the Mayor had 
placed the matter before the Council 
in. a business-like manner, He would 
suppont a by-law for the issuing of 
a $20,000 ceben' ute on the under-tand- 
ing that no more than $4,000 of 35,000 
should be sold annually, 

The Mayor said the object uf going 
to the ratepayers with the amount 
named was on the ground of economy. 
It would save a considerable expense 
to have the amount passed as a‘whoale 
at once and not in smaller sums, 

Ald McFee thought that if the Com- 
missioners had been able this year to 
put wp buildings and make repairs to 
machinery, etc.,out of the profits; why 
could they not make extensions next 
yeur out of the profits, 

The Mayor said then the citizens 
would have to wait for years for 
their water supply until the profits 
had reached a sufficient sum to make 
the extensions, 

Ald. Hurris concurred in the re- 
marks made by Ald. McKee, He thou- 
ght the matter should be left in ubey- 
ance until spring. He could not see 
his way clear at present to vote fo» 
such a by-law, 

Ald. Girills considered $20,000 a lanre 
sum, but after the explanation by the 
Mayor as to the selling of the deben- 
tures, he would support such a by-law. 

Ald Sinclair was of the opinicin 
that the water-works would not pay 
until extensions were made, He sug- 
gested that the plan be submitted at 
the civic elections, . 

Ald, Starling said we had a chance 
now to get at the Water Cammission- 
ers. ‘The Council appointed a colmmit- 
tee to wait oni the Commissioners to 
have the hydrant service reduced, but 
the Commissioners did not acquice in 
their request, His motto was that 
every person should have the water 
service who wanted them, and he con- 
sidered that the service could have 
been extended with the money spent 
in other works, and thia would have 
increased the profits, 

Ald, Clark said the repuest of the 
Commissioners was perhaps justifi- 
able, but he did not think it feasonable 
to submit it at once. Tt could be 
prepared and submitted at the muni-

THE EDITOR STRUCK, 


HE JOINED FORCES WITH THE PRINT- 
ERS WHEN THEY QUIT. 


The Winning Manner In Which Bill 
Sterit¢t Handled a Demand For In- 
creased Pay by the Force on the 
Old Dallas Times, 


There are whys and ways of settling 
labor strikes. The unions have used 
the “sympathetic strike” plan, at times 
securing a settlement by calling out 
the forces of allied trades. With the 
“bosses” the lockout frequently has 
done the business. But there arc meth- 
ods of erasing differences between em- 
ployers and employees which even Chi- 
cago has overlooked. Strikes have 
been settled by the bosses joining the 
ranks of the strikers, voluntarily as- 
suming the posts of walking delegates, 
directing the movements of the strik- 
ing army and dictating the time when 
difficulties were declared off. 

Proof of the power of this method 
was furnished during the days of the 
old Dallas Times. That Texas city 
was but a struggling town then, witha 
population that was getting close up to 
the 2,000 mark. The editorial helm of 
The Times had just been selzed by 
William Steritt, better known In Wash- 
ington’s and Texas’ newspaper world 
today as plain “Bill” Steritt, the title 
“colonel” frequently being prefixed in 
recognition of his birthplace, Ken- 
tucky. 

The Times under the Steritt yegime 
employed five men anthone wonian In 
its manufacture. The latter was the 
wife of the foreman of the printing 
room and worked at the “cases,” while 
the “printer’s devil performed double 
duty by acting as the motive power of 
the hand press. The foreman during 
his younger days bad bad an argument 
with a mule, and the scars of that bat- 
tle which decorated his face had aided 
in securing his reputation of being “a 
bad man in 2 mixup.” Shortly after 
the new hand press had begun the 
molding of editorials and the sharing 
of subscription donations ranging from 
garden truck to overworked farm stock 
uneasiness lodged In The Times office. 
Rumors of labor troubles and of unlon 
organization were heard: 

“We've concluded to quit,” sald the 
foreman as he stalked Into the editor's 
sanctum one morning backed up by the 
entire mechanical force. “We don't 
get union pay, and we've organized a 
chapel. If you don’t show up more 
pene your paper don't get out, that’s 
all’ 

“Going to strike, are you?” queried 
Steritt, who bad not found promises of 
4 direct road to wealth and Wall street 
through The Times. “Unlonized, are 
you? Well, sir, I'm glad to hear It. I've 
been thinking for some days of golng 
oD 4 strike myself. The circulation of 
this concern isn’t extremely feverish, 
and none of the subscribers will ever 
miss us, and {f they do It will be to our 
benefit. The few blocks of white paper 
ont there will keep, and J guess the 
hand press won't object to a day off. 
Yes, sir, we'll strike right here and 
now. We'll Just walk around the cor. 
ner and celebrate the Inauguration of 
this ‘walkout’ with a drink.” 

The foreman's wife here transferred 
her share of arbitration power on the 
tuneeniine contingent and departed.

The next day the band press began Its 
grind, the foreman, who had not lived 
up to bis reputation as a “bad man,” 
took his wife and his followers back to 
the “cases,” and Steritt continued the 
work of gathering “items” and bulld- 
ing editorials. At the close of the day's 
work the force was summoned to the 
office. 

“Next time,” advised the editor, “you 
don't want to stop when you've organ- 
ized a ‘chapel. «You want to go ahead 
and organize and build a whole cathe 
dral. That's all.”

The trensury department trusts few, 
a fact that has Increased Uncle Sam's 
revenue a great deal, as the majority of 
the boarding officers know. Recently 
the holder of a pass boarded a White 
Star liper and was approached by a 
passenger to whom he was a perfect 
stranger, The latter sald: 

“IT understand you are connected 
with so and so. I have a small pack- 
age here that I would like to take 
ashore. There Is nothing dutlable In It, 
but you understand how the govern: 
ment piles ft on, I will meet you at 
the head of the gangway when I get 
my luggage released, and I will take 
the package from you.” 

Not only did this pass holder not take 
the package, but the first thing he did 
upon landing was to point out the pas- 
senger to n member of the surveyor's 
staff, who very promptly demanded 
and recelved the package. It contained 
Jewelry of all descriptions, That ab 
unauthorized person may vot get op 
Lonrd an Incoming craft In advance of 
the customs ollicials the following Is 
ultached to every puss that Is Issued 
for the reyenue cutter; 

“This permission Is understood to be 
subject to the assent of the master of 
the Steamship and of the health otlicer 
as guardian of the public health, and 
boarding Is strictly forbidden until aft- 
er the customs officers are In charge, 
according to the following extract from 
the passenger act, 1SS2; 

“Section ) That it shall not be law- 
ful for the master of any (such) steam- 
ship or other vessel not In distress aft- 
er the arrival of the vessel within any 
collvetion district of the United States 
to allow any person or persons except a 
pilot. ofticer of the customs or health 
officer, agents of the vessel and consuls 
to come on board of the vessel or to 
leave the vessel until the vessel bas 
beeu taken In charge by an officer of 
the customs nor after charge so taken 
without leave of such officer until all 
the passengers, with thelr baggage, 
have been duly landed from the ves- 
sel’ " 

When the revenue cutter pass system 
was originally Introduced, nobody In 
the government employ seems to know. 
In the old days It was the custom to 
meet relatives and friends back from 
an ocean trip on the pier heads. The 
revenue cutter pass fs a simple piece of 
paper in Itself, but Is the study of 
uinny years and couptiess number of 
practical officials, The manner in which 
it Is obtained, the demands made upon 
its liolder, the restrictions as to Its use 
and its composition In every way are 
the result of Innumerable revisions of 
passes that bive preceded it during the 
Inst 20 years, and It now omits nothing 
that will protect Uncle Sam, as It really 
should do, 

A few years ago it was possible for 
all sorts of Idlers to galn admission to 
a pier while the passengers of a ship 
froin foreign parts were landing.

It is (rue that Mr. Cook was an ap 
plicant for a Fenatorship. The story 
runs that one fine day after his ap- 
pli-ation was in, he received word 
from a prominent official at Ottawa 
to mect him at the Union Station, 
‘Toronto. Mr. Cook, with three or 
four frien’s, met him. ‘The official 
produced xv lotter frou: a member of 
the Government. stating that if Mr. 
Cook handed over to the bearer — of 
the letter $10,000, the Senatorship 
Was his. The official also declared 
that anot’er olfer was being consid- 
ered in Which the upplicant bid $15.- 
000. Mr. Cook spurned the proposi- 
tion With becoming dignity, and 
Withdrew his application. 1 

In the following year, however, an- 
other vacancy occurred, and Mr. Cook 
again made application. The same 
oitcinl was written to. Mr. Cook re- 
ceived Word that as Mr. Cook had 
been given one opportunity to reach 
the Red Chambar and had refused it, 
the door Was closed to him. ‘That 
letter, it is stated, Mr. Cook has now 
in his possession. 

Tho first letter was never in’ Mr. 
Cook's possession, and unfortunately 
the otl'cial Is dead. Yet Mr. Cook 
and three of his friends are prepared 
to swear to the truth of the story, 

It is considered just possible that 
the interesting correspondence that 
Mr. Cook has will be made public 
and used as campaign literatare in 
North Grey.

I refer to our co-operation with the 
Motherland in maintaining the cause 
of the proatige of the Empire in 
South Africa ‘This action has 
brought sorrow to may families, 
but as a national experience it is in- 
valuable. Our brave sons have dis- 
charged their duty upon the battle 
field with valor and elficiency. ‘Tho 
World recognizes their gallantry with 
unstinted praise, They have receiv- 
ed the thanks of the conunander-in- 
chief of the British army upon the 
scene of conflict. We have realized 
in this incident the importance of the 
maintenance of the British Empire. 
We have given evidence that we are 
prepared to make sacrifices in behalf 
of that principle. We have received 
recognition from the nations of the 
world as a most iinportant compon- 
ent part of the Empire and as a 
great nation in embryo. I have 
looked upon the manifestation of 
Canada’s loyalty, and the putting 
forth of Canadian effort in this di- 
rection, from the outset, with the 
utmost sympathy and approval. I 
believe that our interests are bound 
up With the Great Empire to which 
we belong, and that a death struggle 
for its preservation would be prefer- 
able to calmly looking upon its dis- 
memberment. We have peculiar eth- 
nic conditions in our own country. 

“The success of our experiment in 
attempting to create a, nation will, 
in a considerable measure depend up- 
on the assimilation of the different 
races composing our population, The 
perpetuation of the cleavance will be 
calamitous. To all races of our 
nopulation, the proteetion of law 
and enjoyment of life, liberty and 
property will be secured. In this 
respoct no distinctions are made, 
and there is no favored race, For 
all these benefits conferred, our coun- 
try has a right to ask for loyalty in 
return. The effect likély to be pro- 
duced by the utterances of certain 
French-Canadian members of Par- 
liament in-the Province of Quebec, 
in their attack upon the poliay of in- 
curring expenses, and sending men 
to defend the British Empire, and in 
their assertion that Canada is not 
warranted in acting in congert with 
other colonies for the maintenance 
of Britain's power on the world’s 
broad field of action is, in my on 
ion, deeply to be regretted. 

“I have thus: brietly set forth my 
views upon some of the important 
Questions of the day, and 1 invoke 
for them your considerate and favor- 
able judgment. I have to express 
my deep gratification for the unstint- 
ed and generous degree of contidence 
which has been given me by the elec 
tors of this grand old riding during 
the Jast 28 years. I have sought to 
represent not the interests of one 
party but all the electors of the rid- 
ing, and hive been heretofore, as I 
shall be hereafter if elected, prepared

Boers would be caught in a trap, Our are to-day 
guns and all the Mounted Infantry 
left Rustenberg about 7 o'< loik, but 
for aome unavdidable reason were de- 
layed nearly in hour on the 
way to the Nek, and when they srot 
within about three miles of it, they 
Maw the Boers streamimg away to opir 
left flank ond escaping. They did not 
wail for Methuen to reach them, in 
fact he only fired about six rounds 
from his Howitzers, when the Dutch 
stucted for quieter places, and had our 
column been up to time, the whale 
wommando wold have bean captured 
ar destroyed. As it was, their loss 
Was trifling and ours nothing. 

On Sunday marning, a strong pat- 
rol (250) of Australians left Magata 
Nek to agsist a convydy into Rusten- 
berg and were trapped about 7 miles 
from the Nek (15 miles from Rusten- 
berg.) They fairly walked into an 
ambush with their eyes open, as they 
had been warned by a cyclist scout 
that he had been fired on ashort dis- 
tance abeud of them, However,they 
were surrounded and Capt. Robertsom 
and 7 men killed besides 19 wounded— 
with a loss of 200 horses, The hors- 
es Were held in the open, one man to 
four horses, and the Bobrs worked ar- 
ound to within 100 yards of them und 
shot them nearly all, effectually cut- 
ting off the “Bushmen’s” retreat, 
Ward was helio’d ta us and two guns 
and two squadrons of the B.S,A. imme- 
diately left for the scene, the B.S.A. 
arriving first and driving the Boers 
away quite easily without the loss of 
i man. These British South Africa 
Police and the Mafeking men under- 
stood the Boer thoroughly. The Boer 
also understands them, and generally 
vacates that part of, the country when 
the B.S.A. arrive. This was a bad 
eutting up for the Australians or 
(*Bushmen,” as they call them) and 
will no doubt steady them down a 
good deal. They are always so ready 
to fight at close quarters ; nearly all 
their men were hit while charging a 
kopje with fixed bayonets, the Boers 
shooting them down until they got 
pretty close, when the Boers jumped 
an their horses and rap away. They 
always do this. 

We have a splendid fort built by our 
Batteny here, and it is called Fort Can- 
ada. Four bastions being named 
Kingston, Toronto, Hamilton and Win- 
Inipeg. ) Baden-Powell was greatly 
pleased with the wock and told the 
boys so. I have written yan twice 
from here, but do not know whether 
the mails were captured or not. Until 
last week we were completely hemmed 
in, so don’t be annoyed at not ireceiv- 
ing letters. ‘There is no regular mail.

Dear Mater,— 

The letter dated July 27th, I enclose 
with this} I did noc mail it on account 
of the military censor and also because 
two mails were captured on, us—I had 
letters to you in both 

We left Rustenbarg for Commandd 
Nek, and from there we came to Wak- 
kenstroom, near Pretadria, were in- 
spected by Lord Roberts and cofnpli- 
mented, etc, Leaving Wakkerstroom 
we trekked lo Watervaal where the 
British prisoners were kept. I can- 
nol give you an acenunt of it by let- 
ter—il would take too long, Wehad 
a fight’ at Watervaal, and in fact “all 
the way from Watervaal to Warm 
Baths, it was one continual scrap, 
the Battery knoc king them out all the 
way, The Battery travelled 22 miles 
in three hours and twenty minutes, 
catching the Boers here and shelling 
them out in less than an houn The 
Boers left everything behind in their 
burry to get away. Oxen and pigs 
half cut up, fires going and coffee on 
to boil &o,, &c. I have just heard that 
we ara to leave for Pretcdgia soon, so 
will probably post this frdm there, 
This place (Warm Baths) is a kind pf 
summer resort, and there are 150 bath 
rooms fitted with hot and cold water, 
Ihe hot water ia natural and comes 
oul of the ground almost boiling, You 
should see the Tommies besieging the 
balth-rooms, five ar six of them wait-

Paris, Oct, 22.—The Ecluire in an 
article on the Anglo-German agree- 
ment, points out the previgusly an- 
tagonistic attitude of England und 
Germany in China.

Cear’s Soldiers Continue tv Ruthlessly Ex- 
terminate the Chinese, 


London, Oct, 24.—The Times pub- 
lishes the following from its corres- 
pondent in St. Petersburg:—- 

“It is safe to say that the visit of 
the Chinese Minister to Livedia, where 
the Russian court and the principal 
ministers are now staying and 
whence the Russian Government is 
directed with more secrecy than 
would be possible here, is connected 
With an endeavor to make a separ- 
‘te arrangement concerning Manchu- 
ria. 

The Russians will continue’ to 
oxterminate the Chinese in the most 
ruthless manner In order to protect 
the future of the railway. A critical 
study of the official reports shows 
that Chinese resistance has been a 
mere farce. The Russians have been 
only too glad of the opportunity to 
bill every Chinese soldier and = to 
destroy every vestige of Chinese 
nuthority in Manchuria, and they 
have taken advantage of this farci- 
cal resistance.”’ 

REBELS ARE WELCOMED 


By the People of Hul Chow—Treated a 
Guests Instead of Enemies, 


‘Hong Kong, Oct. 24.—The situa. 
tion at Canton 18 comparatively 
quiet, 

It is reported that the consuls have 
received letters warning them of 
danger 

Refugees from Hut Chow say the 
rebels are welcomed overywhere. They 
take nothing without payment and 
are treated as guests instead of ene- 
mies.

Berlin, Oct. 24.—A high official of 
the German Foreign Office asserted 
this evening that Austria-Hungary 
and Italy have expressed their for- 
mal adherence to the Anglo-German 
agreoment, but that France, Russia, 
and the United States have not de 
fined their positions. 

Li Hung Chang's Fine Work, 


Paris, Oct. 24.—There is consider- 
able mystery regarding the health of 
the French Minister at Pekin, M. 
Pichon, The French Government has 
received, through the Chinese* Minis- 
ter here, a cable message from Li 
Hung Chang, saying M. Pichon is 
sick and suggesting that the French 
Government appoint another plenipo- 
tentiary. The French Minister of For- 
elgn Affairs, M. Deleusse, having re- 
ceived the same day a despatch from 
M. Pichon, which did not refer to 
his health, considers that Li Hung 
Chang's suggestion is open to  sus- 
picion, and cabled to M. Pichon on 
the subject. The latter's reply has 
not yet been recéived,

To the Editor of The Intellizencer : 

Dear Sir,—I notice in Mr. D. V. 
Sinclair's advertisement last week 
that he nefer: to the contents of my 
letter on Trading Stamps ns ‘“Pwad- 
dle,” He does not, however, answer 
any of the wnzuments set forth in the 
lettean, 

In onder that your readers may see 
Mir. Sinclwir’s lack of consistency in 
wegard to Trading Stamps, I give be- 
low a few extracts from latters which 
appeared some time ago in the daily 
papens of this city over Mr. Sinclair's 
own signature. 

The following is taken from a len- 
gihy letter published ‘over his  sig- 
nature Oct. 5th, 1898 entitled “Those

“Sir—Kindly allow me Gpace in your 
paper to contradict q statement that 
is being used ‘by the present represen- 
tative of the ‘Urading Stamp Co. to 
the effect that 1 would use the trad- 
ing stamp were fit not for the fact 
uhajt IT have written against it in the 
city press. As this statement has 
heen used to try and induce some af 
our merchaints to use these stamps, 
I wish to state far their benefit as 
well as farjthat of others who may be 
hiepnoached that thiy iy absolutely 
false. I have never had any reason to 
change my opinion wegarding the 
trading stamp business, and the more 
I look intait the mone convinced Lam 
thiajt it is a good thing td ‘keep out of. 
The simple fact that these people have 
opened up hare,is no reason why our 
merchants should divide ‘their profits 
with them inorder to pay the running 
expenses of the ‘lrading Stamp Co.

Mr, Kemp had referred to the office 
of the High Commissioner in  Lon- 
don. When he (ord Strathconm) 
first accepted the oljlice it was with 
very great reluctance, because he felt 
that It had been in the most capa- 
ble hands before him, He only  gg- 
cepted it on the understanding that 
it Was not to be regarded as a pos- 
ition of emolument. He had been 
but a short time in office when he 
felt that he could do good work for 
Canada, and when there Was a chance 
ef Government in the Doimlonion he 
considered that it would be in the 
interest of Canada to remain at his 
post, (Applause }\ He felt that the 
duties af the office could be best dis- 
charged in the interests of Canada 
by a man who knew the people of 
Canada and the nature of their in- 
terests and Works, 

In conclusion, he would claim their 
indulgence for a brief roference to the 
splendid body of men with whoim his 
name had been associated, | (Great 
applause.) The Strathcona Horse had 
certainly assisted the Mother Coun- 
try, but he (Lord Strathcona) looked 
upon them as defending equally 
the rights and Jibert es of the Cana- 
dian people (Trolong.d applause.)

The Natives in the Yykon Suffering From 
a Mystoylous Epidemic. 


Ruffale, Oct. 30.—A special to The 
Express from Seattle, Wash., says 
The Rey. Father John’ B. Rene, in 
charge of the Roman Catholic  mis- 
sions on the Yukon, has arrived in 
‘Dawson With a terrible story of the 
suffering of the natives in that valley 
iyom an epidemic of a mysterious dis 
ease resembling a combination of 
Pucumonia, measles and typhoid fev- 
er.

“About a dozen years ogo, as nearly 
os I reinember, this young man went 
on a visit to a relative in a nelghbor- 
oltwy and ope afterifoon, the

third or fourth day of his stay, he 
startled a Indy member of the house- 
bold by remarking that he ‘had a feel- 
Ing’ that some misfortune had over- 
taken a wealthy planter whom they 
both knew very well, and whom I will 
call Colonel Jones. The colonel was a 
prominent resident of the doctor's 
home town and had a large outlying 
estate, which he was in the habit of 
visiting once a week, 

“On the day of Smith’s singular pre- 
monition he was on one of those tours 
of inspection, but failed to ceme back, 
and the following morning lis corpse 
was found lying in a cornfield. He 
had evidenty been dead about 24 
hours, and from the appearance of the 
body seemed to have been seized with 
some sort of fit or convulsion.

diverted elsewhere Smith put In the 
prepared tablet. He placed it under 
the top four, thus making It reason- 
ably certain that bis victim would take 
it on the fifth day from that date. 
Next morning he left town, 80 as to 
be far away when the tragedy was 
consummated, and some mysterious, 
uncontrollable Impulse evidently led 
bim to make the prediction that first 
excited my suspicion, 

“When I made certain of all this, I 
located Smith In Oklaboma and was 
on the point of applying for an extradl- 
tlon warrant when he anticipated me 
by contracting pneumonia and dying. 
I thereupon returned the case to its 
mental pigeonhole, where it bas re 
mained ever since.”

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MUTILATED MONEY. 


SAVE THE FRAGMENTS AND UNCLE 
SAM WILL REDEEM THEM. 


Even the Ashes of Burned Bills Are 
Successfully Handled by His BEx- 
perts—Skillful Work In the Treas- 
ury Redemption Bureau. 


Oue of the most Interesting depart- 
mient# In the United States treasury 
is that deyoted to the redemption of 
mutilated currency. To It are sent all 
varieties of bills In every concelyable 
Stuge of mutilation. It is seldom that 
the experts cannot declpher the burn- 
ed crisps or piece together the myriad 
fragments, The collection is a curi- 
ous one, changing every day with 
kaleldoscople rapidity. 

The burning of a note usually brings 
out its design In a sort of metallic .re- 
lief upon Its surface, and by means of 
a glass and other Implements and also 
a full and complete knowledge of the 
intricate desigus, no two denomina- 
tlons being alike, on every note issued 
thelr face value is learned with In- 
credible dexterity. 

Some arrive In fairly good condition, 
some shrunken and water soaked, oth- 
ers scorched black and twisted out of 
shape; many are merely thin, tiny 
black flakes, and In one case now un- 
der consideration the eyidence consists 
of a small handful of black powder, 
which the afflant swears was $65, ace!- 
dentally blown Into the fire, 

Often the mischief bas been done by 
mice, handfuls of the tiniest of pleces 
attesting the evil ways of the rodent. 
Bables are another source of trouble, 
manines. victims of drunken’ frenzy, 
plowshares, sawmills—in fact, the 
strangest and most unheard of accl- 
dents are occtrring all the time. But 
in a great majority of cases the money 
bas been burned, for a common prac- 
tlee ninong people who are thelr own 
bankers seems to be the keeping of 
thelr funds Ip unused stoves. A cold 
day cones, the fire Is Iighted by some 
unsuspecting person who “didn't know 
it was loaded,”’ and the owner sudden- 
ly finds that be bad money to burn in 
spite of bimself.. 

In one Instance a man haying $7,000 
in government bonds, besides notes 
and gold, kept them In a tomato can 
which be placed in the elbow of his 
parlor stoye. While he was plowing 
bis fields company arrived, bis wife 
had a fire kindled, and shortly be made 
the unpleasant discovery that his rich- 
es find taken wings. Had he sent the 
money just as it came from the stove, 
wrapped iy cotton, it might have been 
saved, but In endeavoring to separate 
it It became so churned and ground up 
that the department was able to Identi- 
fy only about $2,000 for him. 

An old woman who had accumulated 
about $600 was one night at her deyo- 
tlons, when the candle in some myste- 
rious manner was overturned in the 
midst of the maney. Now, history does 
vot relate why It was there or whether 
sbe was returning thanks or paying a 
bit of homage to Mammon, but at any 
rate it was destroyed, and as she threw 
the ashes away and at the Instigation 
of her friends picked them out agalp 
there was only enough left to returo 
about $100 to ber. 

But much more fortupate were an 
old couple in the west. fhe man had 
been a soldier, and by the long accu- 
mulation of years they had saved a Ut 
tle sum, when one day the wife in go- 
jug to look at it found that the mice 
bad left only a pile of carefully sawed 
fragments, Almost distracted, she took 
it to the bank, reporting that the last 
time she had counted It the sum had 
been $275, mostly In tens and twenties. 
It was sent bere, the tiny bits sorted 
aod arranged as only experts can ar 
range them, and the necessary three 
fifths of every note was found. But 
the best of all was that Instead of $275 
it was discovered that the old people's 
savings amounted to §350, which 
amount was doally sent to them, much 
to thelr joy. 

Of course the greatest precaution Is 
necessary, and the allidayits must 
leave no doubt as to the utter and en- 
tire destruction of the missing parts of 
the notes. In one case of this kind a 
farmer sent from Kansas some green- 
backs amounting to $50, only half of 
each note belong Intact. The rest, be 
declared In a strong affidayit, bad been 
destroyed and also stated In what man- 
per, but on consulting the books It was 
found that one-half the sum bad al- 
ready been pald to another person who 
bad sent the other halves of the notes 
from another part of the country. Con- 
sequently but $25 was returned to him. 

Thereupon the cashier who had 
transacted the business for the farmor 
wrote aneb ao indignant letter, saying 
the government bad impugned tho hon 
esty of the claimant and that he would

London, Oct. 81, — The rink in 
Which the meeling was held is esti- 
nated to hold 10,000 persons. It 
held last night all that it could hold, 
The decorations sugwestive of the 
city’s loyal devotion to the Empire 
Were punctuated at every possible 
point by Union Jacks, draped and 
festooned With a nmiyriad of fantas- 
tic shapes. The audience, though 
tremendous, Was most orderly. Ev- 
ery man carried a tlag, When the 
procession reached the rink the crowd 
got its first chance to cheer. They 
did it in a prefunctory way till Sir 
Charles appeared, and then they let 
themselves !oose and made even the 
shingles on the roof quiver. 

Major Beattie first appeared. The 
reception he got Was embarrassing in 
its intense enthusiasm, and the major 
Was in fighting trim. Tle made a 
great speech. 

Sir Charles Tupper was given ua ter- 
rific ovation When he was called on. 
The cheers lasted several minutes. 
Jessie Metcalfe gave him a bouquet 
and was kissed for her kindness.
